Seaver opened his commento by 
pointing out thit. If any consLruc- 
Uve reason lor the chongB could 
be advanced, he would bo "for" It, 
He also raised the points that legal 
status of properlr might be changed 
and that a rtcenC survey by the 
Ohnmberot Commerce had indicated 
that sentiment of business and pra- 
fesalonal men was against th( 
change. 

To this. Mayor Lauterbach replied 
that legal status ot.property was 
deslgnatedJv lot and block numbers, 
rather than tnr itrctts, and thst, 
whore streak nunca were iavolted 
in abstracts.

Another resolution asked thnt 
when the succeuor Is selected for 
Oen. Omar Bradley as head of the 
veterans' admlnittmtlon, a civilian 
"trlth no cntaniUng aUlances" be 
named. 

The delegates approved another 
resolution asklni congress to create 
t division of Americanism in the 
state department, for the purpose 
of "conducting a naUonal coord- 
inated program to Indoctrinate the 
American people In the natloij's his- 
tory, traditions and Ideals," and to 
"expose the propaganda ot sub- 
vcrslvo-groups with tho light of 
truth." 



Pitched Battle 
Empties Jews 
From 2 Ships 

IIAMBDRO, Germany, Sept. D (A^ 
—British troops emptied the last of 
three transports which brought the 
Exodus 1047 Jews to Oermany 
after a. pitched battle today, itie 
soldiers used firehoses and oluba. 
TbB Java fought with tuch lmpR>> 
vised Weapons aa liroken battles and 
sticks tlKied with barbed win and 
rator blades. 

Correspondents aboard tba'trftn>- 
port. the Runnymede Park, laid al- 
most nil the Jews vlrtoally bad to 
be dragged from the holds. Hun- 
dreds of them fought an the way 
do«Q the gangplank to train pens 
at Uio aide of the dock. 

A nimiber were carried down with 
their heada bloodied, kicking and 
screaming at the soldiers. Hie oper- 
aUon began after the Jews, most 
of them participating In a tltdown 
strike against landing. Ignored two 
British ultimatums to land peoce- 
luU]'. The struggle lasted an hour 
and a half. 

A preliminary British report on 
cnsusltles showed 34 Jewrs. Includ- 
ing seven women, hospitalised, and 
three British soldiers sent to hos- 
pitals with Injuries. Correspondents 
on the dockalde counted at least six 
jeA-lsh men witli bleeding heads, 
corrled down the gangplank, and 
about 30 others.

int." Tills mny be bcctiuso he has not denied 
the allegation and because he Is a member 
of the national committee of the CommunlJt 
party. 

Mr. Oold Is also a vice-president of the CIO. 
But, fortunately for that organization, he 
not one of the U officials who must sign 
antl-communlst affidavit, under the Taft- 
Hartley law, before any one of the CIO un- 
ions can Initiate any action before the na- 
tional labor relations board. 

However, he Is required by the new law 
hand In such a statement if ho Intends that 
his union shoulS" ever bring charges before 
the NLRB. With that background It will be 
Interesting to sec which of three courses he 
takes. 

Ho can boycott the NLRB in advance, 
he can refuse to sign the affidavit. The re- 
sult would be the same. Or he can swear he 
is not a member of the Communist party. 
In that case the NLRB, by Its own statement, 
will accept his affidavit and ask no questions. 
II someone disbelieves him the case can be 
taken to the Justice department. 

The first two choices might work a hard' 
ship on Mr. Gold's union or any union which 
adopted similar tactics. Management could 
bring charges of unfair labor practices to the 
NLRB, or a rival AFL or Independent union 
could submit a Jurisdictional dispute to the 
tribunal. 

But If Mr. Gold perjured himself— assum 
Ing that he is a communist— he might con. 
celvably put himself in the clear. The burden 
of proof would be on the complainant and 
the Justice department to prove .him a com- 
munist, and to prove It beyond the existence 
of a reasonable doubt. 

Mr. Gold could say that he resigned Irom 
the party and renounced its objectives the 
day before ho signed his affidavit. He could 
destroy his Communist party card. Since the 
party has never exhibited any scrupulous 
regard for truth when truth didn't cult Its 
purposes. It might back up Mr. Gold's story 
ror reasons of expediency. In such an event 
the prosecution would have a difficult time 
proving Its case. 

All of which makes this provision of the 
Taft-Hartley law seem rather silly. Yet there 
is a sound basis for Its Inclusion. The com- 
munists are an obvious menace to the labor 
movement. That goes for Mr. Gold, If he Is 
a comrade. In spite of his reputation as an 
Intelligent trade unionist. 

The CIO officials know as well as any out- 
sider who are communists and communist- 
sympathizers. Yet they have refused to take 
a stand against them, and have oven con- 
doned their accession to positions of power. 
For this reason, congress has felt compelled 
to legislate against them. 

The legislation may be Inept and full of 
loopholes. It can probably be gotten around. 
That possibility in Itself makes It all the 
more imperative that the unions forget the 
smooth talk of these foreign agents and oust 
them, for their own good as well as the coun- 
try's. 



NOW WE KNOW 

After considerable reading of such valu- 
able texts as Russian propaganda and the 
more recent utterances of Henry Wallace, 
we believe we have at last found an adequate 
definition of the terms liberal and reaction- 
ary. A liberal Is a person who agrees with 
you; a reactionary Is anyone who doesn't. 

In an editorial In the New Republic, calling 
for the 1048 defeat of President Truman 
and whomever the Republicans nominate, 
Mr. Wallace wrote: "No liberal can safely 
pledge support to this administration at a 
time when our foreign policy Includes the 
support of reactionaries everywhere." 

These reactionaries would include socialist 
Britain and France, and the democratic mon- 
archies of western Europe, as well as Greece 
and China. For the Wallace liberals, that 
doesn't leave much to cling to except that 
great liberal government of the East which, 
through aupor-natlonallsm. auper-lsolatlon- 
Ism. slave labor, political concentration 
camps and the terror of the secret police. Is 
spreading the new freedom. 



DISCOURAGING REACTION 
- Judging from current reports, the reaction 
of some Chinese politicians to the findings of 
General Wedemeyer's mission is both silly 
-and discouraging. The reports say that If 
American aid to Generalissimo Chiang Is cut, 
or made subject to supervision, a rightwing 
group, la set to launch an anti-American 
. propaganda campaign.
